Rene Mayer, for example, set

than on holidays; a 20 per cent 
upping of taxes on _ alcoholic 
drinks, other than wine; and to 
effect other economies. Also, he 
asked specifically that the gov- 
ernment be empowered to re- 
Cuce appropriations by decree. 

It was on this latter request 
the Parliament voted “‘no con- 
fidence.’’ It was an easy way 
out. Those representing the spe- 
cial privileges affected by the in- 
crease simply cast him out of 
office by this device. 

His fall was, and is, a pity in 
more ways than one. He has 
done amazingly well in directing 
French foreign policy along 
NATO lines. He was moving 
boldly and sensibly in domestic 
matters. — 

Now, he is finished. And 
France is reduced a little below 
the level at which he found her, 
after 17 previous governments 
had fallen. 

His failure came shortly after 
the French elections in which

PEACE-LOVING AIMS 

These expressions of fidelity 
to the West, coupled with assur- 
ance to air units massed before 
him that Yugoslavia’s own peace- 
loving aims were _ recognized 
abroad, were made extemporane- 
ously here during a flag-presen- 
tation ceremony marking the 
foundation of the Yugoslav air 
force. 

These expressions obviously 
were provoked by speculations 
during the last few days that a 
Yugoslav-Cominform reconcilia- 
tion was evolving. 

Tito also had sharp words for 
those who had reacted unfavor- 
ably to his speech last Sunday 
attacking Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri on the Trieste issue. 

There was talk, Tito said, that 
Yugoslavia was secretly negotiat- 
ing with the Soviet Union, and 
that ‘‘we are going back where 
we once were.”’ 


BORDER INCIDENTS 


In the first. place, he said, he 
does not see how relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and its 
satellites and Yugoslavia are im- 
proving. He cited border inci- 
dents in which Yugoslav guards 
had been fired upon and wound- 
ed. 

His discussion of the Trieste 
issue last Sunday was misunder- 
stood and distorted, Tito asserted. 
He acknowledged it had not been 
*‘calm,”’ but he insisted it was 
not insulting and complained of 
the ‘‘insults’’ to which his regime

press. 

Tito said he left something out 
the speech he made Sunday. 
That was that he had remained 
silent for months in the face of 
attacks from Italy. His recent 
speech, in which he compared 
Dr. de Gasperi to Mussolini and 
reiterated his proposal for con- 
dominium in Trieste or fulfill- 
ment of peace-treaty provisions, 
was an outgrowth of the belief 
that the interests of his country 
were at stake through some sort 
of contretemps, he explained.

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Big 3 Meeting 
Needed tor Unity 


The announcement that President 
Eisenhower, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Premier Mayer of France or his 
successor will’ meet to discuss Allied 
problems and a possible high-level 
meeting with the Russians is the most 
important development in foreign af- 
fairs since the death of Josef Stalin. 

The meeting should go a long way 
toward easing the growing coolness be- 
tween the top free-world capitals, a 
split that could benefit only the Rus- 
sians. Most of it has been due to a 
lack of understanding between the 
three governments and _ uncertainty 
about the course of the new adminis- 
tration in Washington due mainly to 
the extremely vocal isolationist wing of 
the GOP Congress. 

So the time is ripe for a meeting of 
the Big Three Western powers prelimi- 
nary to a meeting with Malenkov. For 
any success to come from such a meet- 
ing with the latter, Britain, France and 
the United States must agree upon a 
united front. It is necessary for all 
three of them to make some conces- 
sions to present a common policy. 

The President will, of course, face 
further trouble in Congress. Extremists 
in his own party have already placed 
many roadblocks in the way of the an- 
nounced Eisenhower objectives. The 
President must master these obstruc- 
tionists if his administration is to be 
a success. He has shown evidence that 
his zeal for getting along with Con- 
gress is being replaced with a more 
active role of leadership and guidance. 

That is what the people want and 
expect. That is why they chose him. 

The nation did not want an Old 
Guard GOP administration when they 
chose Eisenhower, but a dynamic leader 
in whom they could place trust and 
confidence. They wiil back him over 
Congress when he gives the word as he 
did in his message on the budget and 
taxes the other night. 

The President has one of the great- 
est opportunities ever offered an Amer- 
ican Chief of State. The people of the 
United States and the people of most 
of the free world admire and respect 
him and are willing to follow his lead- 
ership. But he must exercise that lead- 
ership if his policies are to succeed.

Higher Interest Rates 


Threaten the Farmer 


When Sen. Richard B. Russell stood 
on the floor of the Senate a few days 
ago and declared the new and higher 
interest rates would grievously damage 
the farmers, whose income from crops 
is already down, he did not need to 
blueprint it for the Senate. They knew. 

But, for home consumption, it may 
be well to do so. The senator from 
Georgia had in mind the fact of in- 
terest rates on credit and mortgages 
and the fact that the over-all cost of 
living for the farmer was not coming 
down as fast as his costs were going up. 

Now, for some supporting facts. Ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Census of 
Agriculture, farmers in the Southeast 
have a mortgage indebtedness of more 
than $500,000,000. For Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and the two Carolinas, it totals $549,- 
539,000. :This is true even though dur- 
ing the period farmers managed to pay 
off mortgages on 219,300 farms. 

During those years the farmers in 
these states paid annually $26,739,000 
in interest. That figure will now in- 
crease to more than $30,000,000 because 
of the higher interest rates—and income 
is going down. 

The mortgage debt rose in three 
states, Georgia, Florida and Mississippi, 
while declining slightly in the other 
four. 

The debt went from $82,037,000 to 
$84,072,000 in Georgia, $38,101,000 to 
$65,795,000 in Florida, and $100,368,000 
to $101,224,000 in Mississippi, while de- 
clining from $90,071,000 to $89,010,000 
in North Carolina, $45,948,000 to $41,- 
128,000 in South Carolina, $92,614,000 
to $88,015,000 in Tennessee, and $81,- 
859,000 to $80,295,000 in Alabama. 

All this was what the senator had 
in mind when he said the new money 
policy would be especially hard on the 
farmer.

Defense Economizers 


The difficulty in achieving economy 
in the armed forces was pointed out by 
Gen. Curtis LeMay, head of the Stra- 
tegic Air Command, in Atlanta last 
week. The general pointed out that 
because of the limitations of the draft— 
men are required to serve for two 
years—the services have to maintain a 


continued and expensive program of 
training. By the time a man.is trained, 


he is. returned to civilian life. 


While still agreeing with those who 
favor elimination of waste, extrava- 
gance and duplication in the three serv- 
ices, the ‘problem of how and where to 
cut has stymied most experts. If we 
must maintain a permanently large 
military establishment, General LeMay 
and others lean to the belief that a 
career service that gives men the oppor- 
tunities afforded by civilian life would 
be cheaper than the present huge turn- 
over of manpower. 

Another Army spokesman defined 
the problem rather well the other day 
in these words: 

“Perfect economy of men, materials 
and time can never be achieved by any 
organization primarily designed for de- 
struction. If the same budget could be 


assured each year, years-ahead plan-. 


ning would reduce a huge amount of 
waste—but this is impossible since ex- 
penditures of the government must be 
geared to the hugely complex conditions 
of national and international politics, 
national production, etc. 

“If the mission of the Army could 
be fixed over a period of years, an- 
other tremendous step toward the great- 
est possible economy of operation could 
be made. If the equipment to be used 
by soldiers could be fixed, the economy 
problem would be nearer yet to solu- 
tion—but the scientists of our competi- 
tors are working as feverishly as our 
own to bring continual obsolescence to 
equipment and methods used. 

“These problems cannot be solved, 
now or ever, until all war and strife are 
eliminated from the-earth. Until that 
day the Army can only operate its 


_ huge sprawling industry with the dual 


objective of producing trained fighting 
men and of saving manpower and 
money in so doing—a mutually contra- 
dictory set of objectives, it must often 
seem.”

State’s Foreign Trade 
Shows Sharp Decline 


Does foreign tradé affect Georgia? 
Is the proposal for “trade not aid” a 
concern for citizens of this state? 

The answer to both questions is 
“ves.” We opened the observance of 
World Trade Week Monday with a 
realization that dropping exports bode 
no good for Georgia. The U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce reports a 60 per 
cent reduction in the value of exports 
and a 22.7 per cent cut in the value of 
imports in the first two months of 1953 
as compared with the previous year. 

Exports slumped from $7,500,000 
during the two months of 1952 to $3,- 
000,000 during January and February 
of this year. The declines are con- 
tinuing. 

What has happened in Georgia is 
reflected in general throughout the na- 
tion. But the greatest decline in the 
Southeast and one of the greatest in the 
nation was in Georgia. Since we ex- 
port mostly agricultural and textile 
products, the farmer is the ultimate 
loser. 

Foreign nations are running out of 
dollars to buy our products. Unless 
they can sell their goods here, they 
cannot buy our raw materials and fin- 
ished products. Raw materials to 
Georgia means cotton—which accounts 
for most of our export decline. If we 
cannot sell our surplus cotton abroad, 
we must produce less or face continued 
decline in prices.

Good Sense Shown 
In Atlanta Election 


Dr. Rufus E. Clement, president of At- 


lanta University, has been nominated for 
the board of education of Atlanta, Ga. 
Nomination is equivalent to election. 

Dr. Clement is a Negro and the first of 
his race to win a citywide public office in 
Atlanta since Reconstruction days. He is a 
graduate of Livingston College of Salisbury, 
Garrett Theological Seminary and North- 
western University. The defeated candi- 
date is J. H. Landers, who has been a 
school board member since 1927. Atlanta 
showed commendable good judgment in 
picking an educator for an. education post 
regardless of his race. 

The nomination was one more piece of 
evidence of a growing spirit of good will 
between the races that is emerging in the 
South. A Negro recently was elected on a 
city wide basis to the Augusta (Ga.) school 
board. Negroes have been elected within 
the last year to the city councils of five 
cities in North Carolina and one in South 
Carolina. 

Dr. Clement, after his victory, com- 
mented that ‘‘the people of the South are 
far ahead of what some think they are. 
. . .« The white population is ready to try to 
work constructively with the Negro popu- 
lation.”’ 

We hope this good news is widely spread 
throughout the world, in which the white 
race is a minority.

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower 
achieved a master stroke by inviting the 
heads of the governments of Great Britain 
and France to meet with him in a few 
weeks to discuss problems of world peace. 

It was imperative that something dra- 
matic be done to show Soviet Russia that 
the Western Allies are not at odds and 

that, in matters of sub- 
stance, they stand to- 
gether.

The _ in- 
cident does rather expose the fallacy of 
Clement Attlee’s comment in Commons 
about the possibility that an American 
President might not be backed up by the 
Senate. 

All democracies have constitutional dif- 
ficulties with their parliaments—including 
at the moment the governments of Ger- 
many and Italy. This merely emphasizes 
the importance of a free play of public 
opinion and a free press, which can bring 
all elements together in a common inter- 
national policy irrespective of partisan 
politics. Mr. Attlee the other day spoke too 
hastily, and by inference was unnecessari- 
ly critical of President Eisenhower in im- 
plying that the Senate would not work with 
the Chief Executive. Actually, there is 
more evidence of harmony between Mr. 
Eisenhower and Democratic and Repub- 
lican leaders in Congress on foreign policy 
than in any administration in many years.

Matters have gone along so far already 
that it will be politically difficult for any 
government in the West to oppose a meet- 
ing with Malenkov, even though there may 
be little assurance of progress. Prime Min- 
ister Churchill prefers an informal meet- 
ing—like the ones at Yalta and Potsdam— 
where there is ample opportunity for ex- 
changes of views at the top. 

Such a meeting with Malenkov—prob- 
ably to be held in Berlin—could be a fate- 
ful .affair. If it proved fruitless, it would 
demonstrate to those who have had faith 
in the sincerity of the Russians that mere 
conversation doesn’t solve anything. If war 
came in the next few years, such a meet- 
ing would be historic evidence that the 
Allies had sought every honorable method 
of maintaining peace, 

The real purpose of the Moscow peace 
offensive is to get a breathing spell for 
the Soviet armament -program, to build 
Communist prestige in countries wavering 
between East and West, and to enlarge 
Russian military forces with materials that 
the West might be gullible enough to fur- 
nish.

WASHINGTON — Two questions arose 
naturally after President Eisenhower fi- 
nally, at long last, exerted his leadership 
in the effort to rally the people behind an 
“‘austerity’’ program of the American sort 
to wit, no quick, substantial tax cuts. He 
and his administration now have made this 

official as essentials to 
maintain our defense at 
a safe level and to ef- 
fectuate continued aid 
to our allies.

As for the second, it 
can be pointed out that 
| the President clearly 
has a sveunaieiicie reservoir of popular sup- 
port. If this now can be brought to bear 
effectively upon Congress, as Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was able to achieve that, Mr. 
Eisenhower may come out of what is now 
being recognized as a real dilemma within 
his own party with a good deal that he 
asks, though with possibility of some com- 
promise. It will be a long and hard fight. 

As for the first, it may be explained that 
President Eisenhower has studiously avoid- 
ed any conflict with Congress in conformity 
with the policy he adopted when he be- 
came President which was to be especially 
kind and nice to Congress. 

Significantly enough, but. not unusual, 
the initiative for presidential leadership 
came from Congress, not from the Presi- 
dent. 

The distress signals finally went up, we 
may recall, when both Secretary of Treas- 
ury Humphrey and Secretary of Defense 
Wilson expressed, and very publicly, doubts 
about balancing the budget and cutting 
taxes in the near future. This was just 
too much for Republican members of Con- 
gress who had promised so much in their 
campaigns, and who have been reminded 
in an increasing stream of letters from 
back home about these promises and the 
failure of fulfillment. Their leaders took 
their distress to the President. He just 
must get them off the hook and explain 
why no balanced budget and no tax re- 
duction. 

So the President was almost literally 
dragged up to the rostrum to lead. Once 
there, he did a good job—and he seems to 
like the role. 

The rest will be up to his party leaders 
in Congress, to the public—and also to the 
Democrats,

He was short, with a head the color of a 
polished coconut, and a _ beaklike jutting 
nose and deep little eyes set beneath the 
biggest thicket of eyebrows I ever saw. He 
had on an old canvas hat that looked as 
if it had been gnawed by sharks, and as we 
came alongside the dock, he lifted this fan- 
tastic hat and made a low and courtly bow, 
in the manner of an olden day. 

He took us to his house and gave us a 
cooling drink, and we sat there and 
watched the light play on the water. He 
talked and talked, as lonely men will when 


they don’t get a chance to talk, often, to a. 


new audience. 

He had come to the keys in 1922, he said, 
when it was a lonely place, and bought this 
island for a few thousand dollars, and since 
then he had twice refused $100,000 for it. 
Before he came he had had great adven- 
tures, and lived the life he had wanted to 
live, 


' He ‘had been a young ensign in the Brit- 
ish Navy when the Boer War broke out and 
he had resigned his commission and joined 
the Army. 

After the war he had hunted leopards 
in Africa, and he showed us the scar where 
a leopard had clawed him. And had fought 
cannibals, too, he said. 

Then, strangely, he had gone home to 
England to raise chickens, and had devel- 
oped a breed of Blue Orpingtons which he 
had brought to this country, and he showed 
us a bill of sale for a rooster sold for $1,000 
cash. 

As I listened to this long tale, wondering 


; how much to believe and how much to put 
to an old man’s imagining, he suddenly 


leaned forward in his chair, peering toward 
the dock, poking out into the water. 
‘‘Shark,’’ he said, rising and taking up 
a long harpoon that leaned against the wall. 
We went down to the dock, walking swiftly, 
him balancing the shaft of the long har- 


poon. 

And I thought to myself, ‘‘Here is where 
the old man is going to fail. He’ll never 
get that shark. But he’ll have some excuse. 
The sun in his eyes, or the shark turned at 
the last moment. There’ll be some reason 
why he missed. But next year, when he’s 
telling the story, he’ll forget he missed. 
He’ll tell how he harpooned the shark.”’ 

So we stood on the dock, and there was 
the shark, moving like a tawny shadow be- 
neath the water. All of a sudden the old 
man threw, 10 feet down and 30 feet out, 
and there was a great thrashing in the 
water and a foaming and bubbling of 
bloody froth and he hauled in on the line 
attached to the head of the harpoon. There 
in the exact place in the shark’s gills where 
it had to strike, a target no bigger than a 
man’s hand, the head of the harpoon was 
deeply imbedded. 

‘‘Nice one, that,’’ the old man said calm- 
ly as he hauled in the shark. ‘‘His hide will 
be worth $12, at least.”’ 

And now I believe that Percy Cooke, of 
Cooke’s Island, did fight Boers and leopards 
and cannibals, and sell roosters for $1,000 
apiece.

Maybe the same 
water I saw being drawn out of the ocean, 
I now am seeing being poured out on the 
mountains. It is wonderful to behold. 

When I witness the marvelous harmony 
of the world about me, it is difficult to be- 
lieve in a God great enough to create it all. 
But it is harder for me to believe this world 
was not created. 

In Knoxville I spoke to a thousand high 
school students. We can talk about al] the 
theories of the origin of man, but after 
everything has been said, not one of us 
could believe that a person just happened 
to be.

I watched them 
as they laughed, I saw inspiration in their 
faces as I talked about Christ and His 
greatness.

Wary Democrats 


Plot ’54 Strategy 


WASHINGTON—In mapping out the line 
of strategy for the battle to regain control 
of Congress next year, Democrats are 
planning to steer a course around Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, if possible. Party leaders 
feel the President’s popularity is too great 
to risk making him a target of attack. 


Nor do they see any prospect that his 
present popularity will diminish by the time 
the campaign gets actively underway. 
Eisenhower has evi- 
dently adopted a course 
that calls for avoiding 
as much controversy as 
possible. He continues 
to cultivate cordial re- 
lations with leaders of 
both parties in Con- 
gress. 

Sen. Lester C. Hunt 
of Wyoming, a leading 
strategist on the Demo- 
cratic senatorial cam- 
paign committee, has sized up the situae 
tion succinctly: ‘‘Anyone who attempts to 
attack a man who ran up the popular ma- 
jority Eisenhower did last November will 
not make much progress.”’ 


Others take a slightly different view, 
holding that when the President approves 
things like defense cuts ordered by his 
party in Congress he becomes a target. But 
the view of the Wyoming senator seems to 
prevail. 

In their drive to regain congressional 
control, however, Democrats see enough is- 
sues shaping up without drawing the popu- 
lar President directly into the picture. Some 
of the things they are talking about: 

1—Continuing sag in farm prices. 

2—Cutbacks in defense spending, par- 
ticularly the Air Force, and reductions in 
funds for various social services which are 
administered by the new Welfare depart- 
ment. 

3—Confusion in foreign policy as re- 
flected in changing statements of Secretary 
of State Dulles and others. 

4—Failure to balance the budget, now 
conceded by top administration officials, 
and the promised tax cut which seems im- 
possible to achieve without further com- 
plicating the government’s fiscal affairs. 


Korea, unless the war there is settled in 
the meantime, may be still another issue. 


Republicans during the past campaign 
promised to do a lot of things that have 
not been forthcoming. Some were too ex- 
travagant for fulfillment. Being in the mi- 
nority and no longer responsible for putting 
through the program, Democrats naturally 
expect to benefit by Republican failures.

muda meeting would lead to an- 
other high-level meeting with the 
Russians. 

Nobody at the White House said 
anything publicly about these 
events, but privately it was stated 
specifically that there was no un- 
derstanding that the Bermuda 
meeting. would lead to anything 
more than an improvement in 
the relations among the three 
Western powers. 


IKE SUMMONS 


As to details of how the meeting 
was arranged, other than that the 
President sparked it, the White 
House would not go beyond the 
official communique: 

“The governments of the United 
States, Great Britain and France 
have been in consultation with the 
view of holding an informal high- 
level meeting. 

*‘We have agreed that such a 
meeting is desirable at a date 
convenient to all of us. 


PRIMARY AIM 

. “A primary purpose will be 
further to develop common view- 
points with these friends on the 
many problems that must be 
Solved co-operatively so that the 
cause of world peace may be 
advanced.”’ 

Aside from financial and eco- 
nomic differences, a source. of 
growing irritation between Wash- 
ington and London, three major 
political differences have created 
some difficulty in the last few 
weeks. These are the problem of 
when the Western leaders should 
meet with the heads of the new 
Soviet government; whether more 
concessions should be made to the 
Chinese Communists to get a 
truce in Korea, and whether the 
Allies should decrease or elim- 
inate their trade in non-strategic 
materials with the Peiping 
regime. : 

SEEM AGREED 


A month ago there seemed to 
be little or no difference on the 
first point. Mr. Eisenhower told 
his news conference then that he 
was willing to meet half way with 
the new Soviet leaders in an ef- 
fort to relax the tensions that 
have led to an arms race since 
the Communist aggression in 
Korea. 

At that time, the President’s 
view was that every Soviet move 
toward peace should be accepted 
at face value until it was proved 
ta. be unworthy of our confidence. 
_This was essentially the British 
position at that time. 


DETAILS LIST 


However, since then the Presi- 
dent has made two major state- 
wauents of policy, one to the Amer- 
Jcan newspaper editors in which 
“he spelled out a list of problems 
that he said had to be solved be- 
fore the Communist and non- 
‘Communist worlds could reach a 
general settlement, and a second, 
in which he called for concrete 
evidence of Communist good faith 


in Korea and the Austrian state 
treaty talks (starting on May 27 


in London) before there could be 
a meeting with the Soviet leaders, 


The British view, as stated by 


»~Sir Winston, is that there should 


not be any long delay in calling 


‘such a meeting, and that it 
«should be held without too much 
-attention to conditions, agendas, 
‘and diplomatic formalities. 

The French have tended to side 


prime minister and Mr. Eisen- 
hower, consciously or wuncon- 
sciously, have been competing for 
leadership of the Western coali- 
tion. 

There is another angle to this 
problem of who shall lead the 
Allied coalition. The British have 
been apprehensive lately that Mr. 
Eisenhower has been yielding to 
pressure from members of his

in the Far East. 


PRESSURE IKE 


Accordingly, there are some 
observers here who think that 
the British, fearing an opportunity 
for a general settlement with the 
Russians and the Chinese Com- 
munists might slip by. decided 
several weeks ago to apply their 
own form of pressure on the 
White House. 


In dealing with the Chinese 
Communists, as with the Soviet 
Communists, the United States 
approach has tended to be tough- 
er than that favored by the Brit- 
ish and French, and India. The 
Churchill and Mayer governments 
agreed with the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration that it was a point 
of honor that no Chinese Com- 
munist prisoner in our hands 
should be forced to return home 
against his will. 


ACCEPT ITEM 


Once this principle was ac- 
cepted by the Chinese Commu- 
nists, however—in letter if not 
in spirit—the British seemed to 
be more willing than the United 
States to agree to the truce, even 
if this meant holding the pris- 
oners longer than the United 
States wanted. 

The closer the United Nations 
come to a truce in Korea, the 
closer they come to the one 
major political issue on which the 
two governments have funda- 
mental differences—the position 


of Communist China in the world 
once a truce has been negotiated.

Blind Beauty 


In Homes 


By DOTTY LUNDY 
It doesn’t take Superman’s 
vision to tell when a Venetian 
blind needs dusting. Don’t let 
those minute particles of dirt 
that seem to sift right out of 
the atmosphere mar the beauty 
and efficiency of your blinds. 
Venetian blind manufacturers 
report that the cleaning prob- 
lem is the one question that 
arises when the homemaker 

goes shopping for blinds. 
But when you get the hang 
of it, Venetian blinds are as 
simple to suds as calico curtains. 


DUST EACH WEEK 


In the first place, dust each 
slat weekly with a lamb’s wool 
duster: or vacuum attachment. 
Or, as one Atlanta housewife 
advises, nothing does the job 
better than an old towel. Give 
the dust a regular whisk and 
postpone the soapings. 

For those once a season 
cleanings, several methods will 
get your blinds to shining. You 
can loop two cords around the 
top onto a clothes line, then 
squirt the hose right on the 
slats. Let blinds hang free 
from the window while drying 


to prevent tapes from shrink- — 


ing. 

For slightly grimier blinds, 
tilt the slats down and wipe 
with a cloth or sponge wrung 
almost dry from warm soap- 
suds. Repeat with slats turned 
up. Wipe with damp _ cloth, 
then hang.

NORTH GEORGIA—When I think how long the mountains 

_ | were here before I found ’em, I sigh for a wasted life. The passion 

_ of a lowlander for the highlands is something like the religious 

fervor of a plain Methodist turned Episcopalian at first. Accus- 

- tomed as we are to pedestrian plainness and flatness, the splen- 
dor of the mountains looks utterly impossible. 

We expect somebody to roll up the screen saying with the 

. envyless admiration of a sight-seer, ‘‘Well, of course, the moun- 

tains are nice to visit but,’’ and then abruptly one day while we 

are being detacfied about the way the wooded slopes of some 

grand peak are alive with light and shadow, bingo, we’re converts. 

After that, of course, we spend all our time making odious 

comparisons. 


Take children, for instance. I’ve always felt that mountain 
people were nicer to children. They take time with visiting chil- 
dren anyhow. They talk to them and take them off to show them 
sights and turn them loose in their strawberry patches. They 
watch young’un ways with affection and amusement and often 
you hear aging men make remarks like this: “Ought to be against 
the law of the land to raise a boy inside the city limits of any 
town bigger than Cherrylog or Talking Rock anyhow.”’ 


Now I know that I haven’t mistaken what was natural moun- 
tain hospitality for a special regard for children, because I ate 
barbecue the other day with some Department of Agriculture 
research workers who have the figures. 

They have been touring the mountain counties checking up 
on the cost of producing sweet corn and green beans and such 
crops. And they find that despite the smallness of the mountain 
farmer’s fields and the difficulties under which he sometimes 
works, production costs are cheaper. 

“Why?” I asked. : 

‘‘Children,’’ said the research worker. ‘‘The mountain farm- 
er's best cash crop. They’re raising bigger families and every- 
body rakes a turn in the fields.”’ 


The researchers didn’t say whether farmers love children 
because they are handy in the fields or have help in the fields 
because they love children. But I know. The mountains, with 
dozens of little streams to wade, with grancy graybeards bloom- 
ing along the banks and sunny slopes on which to lie and dream, 
are the natural habitat of children. The work they do doesn’t 
hurt them but instead gives them stature and dignity in the family. 
A thing which should give us city parents something to think 
about. Anybody has to be needed and bitter truth is that in cities 
children are usually more af a care than a contributing member 
of the family. 


Now if we could just all move to the mountains. In any case, 
I know I can’t take the mountains to Peachtree St. but I’ve got 
a bucketful of strawberry plants as a starter.

The 
facilities for burning garbage were so inadequate that germ in- 
fested refuse could not be destroyed—and Atlanta’s death rate 
was 24 per thousand! The Chamber of Commerce, a live and 
vibrant civic organization, launched, a campaign to float a three 
million dollar bond issue to rectify these conditions. In co-opera- 
tion with the city government, the issue was put to a vote and 
carried by a margin of 8,400 to 6! When the improvements were 
made, the death rate dropped’ to 16:per thousand, which meant 
that more than 1,000 human lives were saved each year by those 
progressive citizens.

Key Reception Plans to Time 
Of Day and Type of Wedding

With the sixpence still in 
your shoe, and the strains of 
Lohengrin lingering in your 
memory, we're off to the re- 
ception and the gala finish to 
the wedding festivities. 

Your home or garden is the 
logical place, but if there isn’t 
room there, let’s fill the country 
club or ballroom with candles 
and flowers and form the re- 
ceiving line to greet those ad- 
miring guests who have ‘‘come 
to eat cake’’, and also to gaze 
upon that radiant bride in the 
true ‘‘everybody_loves a lover’’ 
fashion. 

The reception is keyed, of 
course, to the time of day and 
the type of wedding. If held 
at noon or before, a_ break- 
fast follows. An afternoon or 
evening ceremony is followed 
by a luncheon, dinner, supper, 
or a buffet arrangement of 
sandwiches, punch and wedding 
cake. 

For an assortment of party 
sandwiches that are always
